London, Dec, 24— American forces were disclosed today 
to have arrived in the French W est African port of Dakar, 
welding the last big link in the Allies’ chain of bases and 
supply ports, as the campaign to drive the enemy from North 
Africa moved steadily closer to its climax. 
The Italian high command said Allied forces had launched 
Christmas gifts to employes each ,in armor-supported thrust to recapture lost positions in 
Tunisia, presumably in the Medjez-El-Bab gateway sector 
before Tunis and Bizerte, but had been stopped. 
This apparently was only part of increasing patrol activity 
on the Tunisian front, however, although the Italians said 
.300 prisoners, mostly British, were captured. 
There was no 
Allied report of any major new operation. 
Quiet In Libya 
In Libya, the British communique said, there was “ noth­ 
ing to report” from the ground forces hut the Morocco radio 
broadcast a statement that Marshal Rommel’s retreat was 
continuing with unslacked speed and his forces apparently 
were rushing to bolster the Axis’ Tunisian defense. 
Another Axis merchant ship was hit by British bombers 
on the closely-policed Mediterranean supply route, the British 
announced in Cairo. 
The ship was last seen afire. 
The Italian communique said the environs of Naples and 
the stepping-stone island of Lampedusa, between Sicily and 
Tunisia, had been attacked by bombers and some dam age 
caused. 
The stirring news from Dakar was revealed in a dispatch 
from Associated Press Correspondent Joseph Morton, who 
was on hand to see the Americans move in by land, sea and 
air and join their French Allies without demonstration or 
fanfare.

Harrisburg, Dec. 24 (AP)—Penn­ 
sylvania high school seniors, called 
Into military service before June 
graduation, can win their diplomas, 
nevertheless. 
Under a plan outlined yesterday 
by Dr. Francis B, Haas, superin­

The War Production Board has re­ 
cently amended )L«nutation Order 
L-31 so as to impose additional re­ 
strictions on the use and installation 
of gas heating equipment. In general, 
the new restrictions do not affect the 
use of any type of gas-fired heating 
equipment already connected to the 
lines as long as it remains installed 
at the same address. They affect 
chiefly those customers who plan to 
install gas-fired heating equipment 
or who are moving to new addresses. 
The new restrictions became effec­ 
tive November 30, 1942. The duty of 
complying with them is shared by the 
utility, the consumer and any person 
installing or causing the installation 
of gas-fired equipment. Any one or 
^11 of those involved in a violation 
arc subject to the penalties provided 
by law. 
We arc cooperating with the War 
Production Board in connection with 
these new limitations, and we are 
confident that in this cooperation we 
shall have the whole-hearted support 
of our customers and of the dealers 
in our territory. 
• The following is a brief statement, 
of the principal restrictions of the 
amended order as they affect resi­ 
dential consumers: { 


• I. N o residential consumer may 
use natural gas to operate any gas-' 
fired space heating equipment (such 
as boilers, furnaces, radiant heaters 
and circulating heaters) if the in­ 
stallation took place on or after 
November 30, 1942. 


' 2. No residential consumer may 
use natural gas to operate any gas- 
fired space heating equipment con­ 
verted from some other fuel to 


natural gas (such as a coal or oil 
furnace equipped with a gas cou-

3. No residential consumer may 
use natural gas to operate any gas- 
fired space heating equipment 
which was installed or converted 
from some other fuel prior to 
November 30, 1942, if such use was 
prohibited prior to that date by the 
prohibitions imposed by the orig­ 
inal order and continued in force 
by the amended order. 


4. No person may install or cause 
to be installed any gas-fired space 
heating equipment if the use of 
natural gas in that equipment would 
violate these restrictions. 


These restrictions do not 
apply in the case of new residential 
construction in this area if the 
foundation under the main part of 
the structure in which the gas-fired 
space heating equipment is to be 
installed was completed prior to 
March 1,1942 and if the equipment 
was specified in the construction 
contract and is installed prior to 
March I, 1943.

6. These restrictions do not 
apply if the equipment to be in­ 
stalled or operated replaces gas- 
fired 
space 
heating 
equipment 
which was previously installed or 
operated at the same address by the 
same or som e other consumer. 
However, the equipment must be 
of the same type and of no greater 
capacity than the equipment which 
it replaces. This exemption, for ex­ 
ample, permits the replacement of 


worn out or damaged equipment by 
equipment of the same tvpe having 
no greater capacity. It also permits 
a person who has changed his place 
of residence to install his own space 
heating equipment at his new ad­ 
dress to replace space heating equip­ 
ment of the same type and of the 
same or greater capacity used by 
the prior occupant. 


This amended order has been issued 
to make available to war production 
the largest possible amount of gas 
with minimum use of critical ma­ 
terials.
